WBAI  "MAYDAY"  MARATHON 

&  BUILDING  FUND 

FROM  MAY  1   UNTIL  ? 

"Mayday"  comes  from  the  French  M'aidez!  which  liter- 
ally translates,  "Help  me!"  Please  take  this  request  literally. 

Last  year,  WBAI  issued  the  Mayday  call  because  of  ex- 
treme distress:  we  needed  $75,000  to  pay  bills.  This  year, 
it  is  primarily  a  question  of  building.  Sure,  we  have  a  few 
bills,  but  only  about  $25,000  worth.  Where  we  are  really 
hurting  is  in  space;  we  are  desperately  overcrowded. 

To  substantively  improve  our  program  service  to  you, 
we  need  more  space.  We  feel  that  this  last  year  has  been, 
on  the  whole,  a  successful  one.  One  we  want  to  build  upon. 
And  to  do  this,  we  need  a  new  building  location. 

More  space  primarily  means  more  studios,  and  that 
means  more  live  programming  and  better  programs.  Which 
is,  after  all,  the  reason  we  are  in  broadcasting. 

So  we  have  begun  a  Building  Fund,  and  we  hope  to  make 
substantial  progress  on  it  during  this  Marathon.  The  $100,- 
000  goal  breaks  down  like  this:  $50,000  for  Building  Fund, 


$25,000  for  bills  and  taxes  due,  $25,000  reserve  to  be  used 
to  get  through  the  lean  summer  months  and  to  raise  more 
money  for  the  Building  Fund. 

Starting  at  12:01  A.M.,  May  1st,  WBAI  will  be  on  the 
air  24  hours  a  day  until  the  goal  is  met.  We  have  many  per- 
formers, artists,  personalities,  and  public  figures  coming  in 
to  help.  A  partial  listing  includes:  Peter  Phillips,  Yehudi 
Wyner,  Dick  Schaap,  Tom  Lehrer  (on  tape),  Theodore, 
Morton  Feldman,  Ellen  Stewart,  Fredi  Dundee,  Milton 
Babbitt,  John  Coltrane,  George  Keeisinger,  Elizabeth  Van- 
dermei,  Ayn  Rand,  and  Alexander  Dobkin. 

We  have  tentatively  scheduled  seven  days  in  which  to 
accomplish  this  goal.  This  period  was  chosen  on  the  basis 
of  last  year's  Marathon  experience,  Biblical  inspiration,  and 
occult  numerology.  But  if  it  takes  longer,  we  will  take 
longer.  And  if,  as  we  fervently  hope,  it  takes  less  time,  we 
will  schedule  live  guests  and  review  special  programs  now 
in  production.

Let  me  mention  a  few  personal  experiences  of  de  facto  censorship  in  television. 
Since  this  medium  is  run  as  a  semimonopoly,  such  blacking  out  is  more  dangerous 
than  formal  censorship,  for  it  makes  a  range  of  opinion  not  exist  for  the  public. 

Recently  a  young  producer  at  CBS  (name  on  request)  wanted  to  make  a  half- 
hour  show  of  my  views  and  attitudes.  He  was  a  good  joe  and  I  agreed  to  cooperate. 
But  he  asked  me  to  soft-pedal  my  sexual  attitude — not  because  I  would  use  obscene 
words  or  say  anything  censorable,  but  because  it  would  be  "controversial,"  and  under 
the  Fairness  doctrine  CBS  would  have  to  give  equal  time  to  Cardinal  Spellman.  Thus, 
the  effect  of  the  Fairness  doctrine,  designed  to  make  the  public  more  widely  informed, 
is  to  prevent  it  from  getting  anything  but  the  bland.  But  of  course  the  bland  is  itself 
an  ideology,  the  set  of  unquestioned  prejudices  that,  in  many  areas,  are  destroying 
our  society,  e.g.  prejudices  about  sex,  education,  being  a  Great  Power,  etc. 

Consider  the  same  policy  in  the  school  system,  say  at  the  Junior  High  level. 
Both  in  curriculum  and  behavior  it  is  seen  to  it  that  sexuality  does  not  exist.  This 
astounding  divorce  from  reality  naturally  makes  school  unreal  and  spiritless,  and  it 
must  drive  many  children  to  drop  out  either  in  fact  or  into  daydreams. 

A  well  known  case  of  formal  censorship  on  this  topic  was  Metromedia's  destruc- 
tion of  a  Susskind  show  on  the  Sexual  Revolution,  with  Albert  Ellis,  Max  Lerner,  and 
others.  When  I  complained  to  the  FCC  about  this  one,  I  was  told  to  complain  to  the 
station,  which  had  sole  responsibility  for  its  broadcasts. 

The  usual  way  of  coping  with  the  dilemma  of  having  "controversy"  without  giv- 
ing extra  time  is  the  panel  discussion  among  "extreme"  positions  which,  in  almost 
100%  of  cases,  effectually  reduces  the  topic  to  semantical  wrangling. 

In  a  crucial  political  issue  like  the  Vietnam  War,  however,  the  "extreme"  posi- 
tions are  not  even  honestly  chosen.  Opposition  to  the  government  policy  will  be 
represented  by,  say,  Hans  Morgenthau  who,  for  all  his  virtues,  accepts  the  usual 
premises  of  power  politics.  Never  on  major  television  is  there  a  spokesman  like  Dave 
Dellinger  or  the  late  A.  J.  Muste,  who  would  make  the  others  look  trivial  by  insisting 
on  the  essentials,  the  widening  gap  between  have  and  have-not  peoples,  the  depoverish- 
ment  of  the  majority  of  mankind  importantly  caused  by  our  inflationary  policies,  the 
attempt  by  the  Great  Powers  of  the  world  to  prevent  any  change  whatever  except 
their  own  aggrandizement,  the  immorality  of  destroying  peoples  because  of  Great 
Power  politics.  Yet  if  these  underlying  issues  are  not  made  central,  any  discussion  is 
futile. 

NBC  and  CBS  would  say  that  to  air  such  issues  is  unrealistic,  since  people  do 
not  think  in  such  terms;  but  the  practice  of  NBC  and  CBS  is  precisely  to  make  the 
real  issues  unrealistic. 

Much  more  honest  and  interesting  is  a  biased  show  like  William  F.  Buckley's; 
his  pedantry  debater's  points,  and  rudimentary  ideas  are  stable  factors  and  allow  his 
guests  to  say  their  say.  Also,  WFB  is  not  long-winded  and  is  intellectually  courteous. 

Last  year  I  was  formally  censored  by  WNDT,  Educational  TV!  In  an  interview 
I  had  remarked  that  far  more  obscene  than  spike-heel  novels  was  the  nightly  juxte- 
position  in  CBS  newscasts  of  Bull  Connor's  dogs  or  a  riot  in  Watts  or  some  horror 
in  Vietnam  with  the  sleek  ad  for  Oldsmobile's  Toronado;  this  profoundly  shocks 
sensibility  and  degrades  the  public.  On  the  broadcast,  the  references  to  CBS  and  Olds- 
mobile  were  blipped  out.  When  I  complained,  WNDT  told  me  that  they  could  not 
broadcast  a  slander  or  libel.  But  it  was  not  a  libel  but  the  truth;  nor  are  CBS  and 
Oldsmobile  private  persons  whose  feelings  can  be  hurt,  but  public  institutions  open 
to  criticism,  just  as  I  may  call  the  President  a  liar.  No  doubt  there  is  a  gentleman's 
agreement  among  the  stations  not  to  criticize  one  another;  but  this  is  unacceptable  to 
me — am  I  to  have  no  opportunity  publicly  to  evaluate  the  use  of  my  public  channels?

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A  very  familiar  kind  of  de  facto  censorship  is  accomplished  by  "impartial" 
editing.  For  instance,  in  October  1965  we  had  an  anti-Vietnam  War  parade  down 
Fifth  Avenue.  (It  is  not  surprising  that  my  examples  keep  recurring  in  Vietnam,  for 
this  business  has  poisoned  our  entire  culture.)  There  were  25,000  marchers  from  all 
ranks  of  New  Yorkers,  children,  beatniks,  mothers  with  babies,  teachers,  trade- 
unionists,  lawyers,  etc.  I  walked  with  some  friends  from  Time-Life  who  had  come  to 
photograph  and  march.  On  the  3  major  networks,  the  immense  spectacle  was  covered 
as  follows:  a  file  of  10  marchers  was  shown,  with  a  microphone  shoved  in  front  of 
one  person;  then  a  group  of  6  hecklers  with  signs,  "Go  back  to  Russia!  go  back  to 
college!"  In  fact,  altogether  there  were  about  30  hecklers,  at  the  big  intersections. 
The  great  majority  of  those  lining  the  way  either  applauded  or  stood  thoughtfully 
watching.  But  the  networks  gave  both  sides.  There  was  not  a  single  roof-shot  of  the 
whole  spectacle. 

In  my  experience — and  as  the  last  example  shows — the  censorship  is  not  due  to 
the  reporters  and  cameramen,  who  are  honest,  earnest,  intelligent,  and  often  very  cour- 
ageous. Yet  the  reporters  are  culpable,  for  they  are  lacking  in  professional  responsi- 
bility and  pride.  If  reporters  are  edited  in  a  way  that  traduces  what  they  have  seen 
and  their  prima  facie  interpretation,  they  cannot  as  professionals  take  it  lying  down. 
Their  ultimate  responsibility  is  to  the  truth,  the  craft,  and  the  community;  it  is  not  to 
the  desk  or  the  front  office.  So  Ralph  Nader  is  trying  to  persuade  the  engineers  that 
their  primary  duty  is  to  engineering  and  the  community,  it  is  not  to  the  stylers  and 
the  business  office. 

A  recourse  would  be  for  the  reporters  to  organize  on  a  professional  basis,  like 
the  American  Association  of  University  Professors  (though  I  hope  with  more  spunk), 
ready  to  strike  and  boycott.  The  purpose  of  such  a  union  is  to  protect  one  another's 
professional  integrity  by  collective  power.  But  AFTRA,  like  the  rest  of  American 
unionism,  concerns  itself  only  with  pork  chops. 

Another  kind  of  recourse  would  be  for  many  to  quit  in  disgust  and  establish 
their  own  stations,  since  they  know  how.  Each  region  of  the  country  can  have  17 
channels,  of  which  usually  only  3  or  4  are  in  use.  Judging  by  the  budget  of  KQED 
in  San  Francisco,  it  does  not  cost  very  much  to  run  a  very  good  station.  (1963-64: 
$540,000  for  2400  hours,  $225  an  hour,  staff  of  50.)  Naturally,  at  least  at  first,  each 
man  would  make  less  money;  but  I  should  think  that,  for  many,  the  excitement  of 
the  profession  and  the  community  would  be  more  important.  Interestingly,  at  KQED 
there  is  little  turnover  of  staff,  whereas  at  the  pretentious,  expensive,  and  timid  WNDT, 
the  job  is  often  regarded  as  a  stepping  stone  to  "better"  things. 

The  Ford  Foundation  and  others  have  been  proposing  underwriting  non-commer- 
cial TV  by  the  take  from  the  satellites  or  by  network  contributions.  (I  would  prefer 
funding  by  a  modest  tax  on  the  audience  size  of  mass  media,  since  this  would  make 
the  big  brainwashers  pay  pro  rata  for  their  competition.)  The  important  problem, 
however,  is  to  insure  that  the  new  stations  are  spiritually  independent,  free  of  the 
high-level  "good  taste"  of  BBC  or  the  low-level  conformity  of  our  Educational  TV. 
The  only  "standards"  should  be  professional  competence  (judged  by  peers)  and  the 
Common  Law  (subject  to  test  cases  by  civil  disobedience).  Pacifica  has  been  a  pretty 
good  model,  though  not  my  particular  dish  of  tea. 

In  brief,  what  we  need  is  countervailing  powers  and  not  a  Fairness  Doctrine. 

In  any  case,  something  must  be  done,  for  the  present  set-up  is  intolerable.  Corruptio 
optimi  pessima.  Since  this  compelling  medium  has  not  been  used  to  animate  and 
extend  public  awareness,  it  has  resulted  in  brainwashing  stupidity  and  MacLuhanite 
hypnotism.  It  can  truly  be  said  that  the  essential  structure  of  American  TV  at  present 
is  to  mesmerize  attention  at  a  low  level  for  quarters  of  an  hour  in  order  to  frame 
the  authentic  action  of  the  commercials.
